BRITISH KHP WATCHfUL EYE 


ON STATE»AND GERMANY 


Bishop of Winchester Declares Grave Con- 


dition of Tension Exists

that England during last ysar came very 
near the horrible catastrophe of a war 
with' Germany has mad* a very, strong 
impression here, and there is a feeding 
among; lall claasos that the time is past 
when a. great nation had to be satisfied 
with' leaving its dastlniea. In tho hands 
of a few more-or lesa Irresponsible states- 
men and politicians who in case ot a. 
calamity would feel the burden oi U 
far !,ess than the great masses of. the 
people, very much the same feeling which 
in 'Franca -led to the downfall of the late 
cabinet.-. '., 
Speaking- of this matter the Bishop of 
Winchester, Dr. Talbot, Said the other 
day:

"The danger of a war 'with Qanuany 
passed, but it cannot be denied that it 
left behind a very grays ^'condition of 
tension.

INCREASE OF MOTOR TRAFFIC.

Owing to the. increa»« ot motor traffic, 
the army veterinary department is. find- 
ing Increasing difficulty in its endeav- 
ors to secure an efficient 
reserve 
of 
horses, suitable for military and transport 
use in tho event of war breaking out. 
Officers of tha army veterinary de- 
partment make periodical vi»iu to all 
the principal contractor* for the purpos* 
of ascertaining the number* of, horse fit 
for service in their stables. 
Such a; 
visit was made a few days ago to ona 
well known -contractor -who, besides hav- 
ing depots in London and Paris, ig a, 
prominent buyer of horses both, in •'Eng- 
land and on tha continent. 
A f«w years 
ago this contractor regularly had in hi« 
stables horses to the number of 600 or 
8QO, but at urssent te has only betweca 
200 and 300, the latter number being tha 
maximum .ever attained at one tune, i 
• On this oocaaion the officer asked how- 
many horses ha had which would be fit 
and suitable for service if required, and 
the contractor replied: "Little more than 
a" dozen." 
The contractor referred to 
supplied several hundred of. horses to the 
war office at -thV time of the. South 
African war. Interviewed; tlje contractor 
•tated that he learned that "the army 
veterinary department was experiencing 
the same difficulty in- all the large stables 
in England. 
Never, he remarked was 
England ;so badly off . for good . horses,' 
and he coula not, even secure them him- 
self ... for they , were • not :. to be obtained 
insufficient quantities anywhere in • the 
country ' and most of the best horses 
were being shipped abroad.

Aviation Established Many New Records During Year of 1911

that were made in aviation durlns the 
year 1911. the Scientific American says: 


In the mlddlo of January Eugene Ely 


flew from San Francisco to the cruiser 
Pennsylvania, moored In the harbor, and 
alighted thereon, later 
retaining to the 


shore. This was the first trip from shore 
to ship and jeturn ever made by an areo- 
plane. 
On 
January 
30 McCurdy at- 


tempted to fly from Key "Weul to Havana, 
After covering ninety miles out of the 
50 in two hours, he fell in the sea. owing 
to a burned-out bearing on his motor. 
Mr. Glenn Curtis first succeeded, in ris- 
injr from the water, with his 
biplane 


pjulped with floats, at San Diego, on 
January 26.

The chief development in aviation this 


year has been the change from the exhi- 
bition flight to the long-distance, cross- 
country race or tour. A. half dozen bis 
races, such as the Paris-Madrid, Paris- 
Rome, European circuit, circuit of Britain, 
etc., were flown successfully abroad and 
were practically all won by monoplanes, 
which appeared to be faster and safer 
than the biplanes. In America, however, 
Beachy and Ely gave some marvelous ex- 
hibitions of flying in strong winds with 
the latter type of machine. A Maurice 
Farman biplane, on March 7th, made the 
223-mile flight from Paris to the Puyde- 
Dome mountain, without a stop, and car- 
rying two men. • Eugene Reneaux. the 
pilot, thus won the Ulchelm ?20.000 prize 
which had been offered exactly three years 
before.

These ex- 
periments were of great interest from the 
fact that Mr Wilght succeeded In rising 
in the teeth of a 50-mile gale and re- 
maining aloft once for seven and a quar- 
ter minutes, and again for nine and 
thiee-quarters minutes.

llight. he hovered for five minutes above 
a given spot. 
Mr. Wright obtained val- 
uable information relative to ihc design- 
ing of a machine with flattened surfaces, 
capable of tlying in the strongest winds 
To the death list of flyers, numbering

that other pioneer. Prof. John J, Mont- 
gomery, of Santa Clara college, California.

HY don't we have good 
minstrel shows like we 
had twenty years ago?"

of the older generation, not once bat 
many times, until you probably have 
wondered •why yourself. For we all know 
they did have great shows in the early 
days when men like old Joe Jefferson 
djdn't hesitate to blacken up their faces 
and jingle the tamborines. 


Well, "hires is the answer, given by Lew 


Hawkins, , minstrol star ot forty years 
standing, who- still retains 'rue to the 
traditions of tho black Taoo art as those 
who saw him at tho Bell this past week 
will testify. And he gives it In one word, 
too, "Vaudeville." 
"It's been the death of tlie minstrel 


show, this vaudeville has," the veteran 
minstrel man confided to the interviewer 
In Ills dressing room. "And it's all ft 
question o£ money. A fin* minstrel ag- 
gregation like ~we used to havQ'when Billy 
Emerson and Haverly were In their prime 
twenty years and more vaso had to have 
not only one but half a dozen star come- 
dians. 
On top of that It'had to have 


men who could sing and others who could 
dance. Yet tho salaries they paid were 
so small that today no sort of an actor 
would work for them.

The dinner tables were laid with 
delicacies in fish, fowl, ajid~fi-olt from 
every corner of the world, with Russian 
caviare and tho king of Russian fish, the 
sterlet of the Volga, so expensive as al- 
most to be worth his weight In 'gold. A 
foreigner was often made acquainted with 
apples, peaches, and pears bearing pho- 
tographs 
of

Imperial family, the 


picture laid on while the fruit was rip- 
ening, and producing a 'perfect silhou- 
ette. 


"An invitation to dine, sent out at the 


opening was expected every week upon 
the night Indicated. One went In an easy 
familiar way. and the banquet was al- 
ways spread."' 


It sounds almost like barbaric splen- 


dor to read that "the men wore almost 
as many jewels as the women, their 
breasts half covered with orders blazing 
with precious stones." 


CALLERS ALL THE TIME. 


The houses are open all day and all 


night for cabling, and here is. the way in 
which you make an evening- call: 


You ascend the broad stairway, your 


toilette achieved, and pass through one; 
two, 
or three salons. 
In the last you 


find the family, mother, children, aunts, 
cousins, etc., etc., gathered around the 
tea table and the samovar. It may bo 
twelve ', 'o'clock at night,' but to all in- 
tents and purposes you have come for 
an afternoon call and a cup of tea. You 
sit for an hour or two talking with com- 
parative strangers, taking your tea. The 
Russians - are capable of ' drinking from : 
ten to fifteen cups, the first with cream, 
perhaps, the . next with Jam or lemdri, 
then with coRnac, an endless variety. All 
the family matters 'are discussed and set- 
tled In your presence. You are treated ais 
one of them. At last you retire at one 
or two o'clock in the morning, having 
spent a quiet evening- arid having had a 
glimpse of the warm-hearted Russian 
nature, childlike ; in its simplicity. It is 
Iii- -this respect a nature more approach-. 
Ing the American than any to be found 
elsewhere in Europe. And there are oth- 
er surface characteristics "of the two 
peoples which are ' Identical, <;due to . the 
same expanse over a vast stretch of ter- 
ritory and the Imaginative temperament 
and passion for personal freedom it en- 
senders."

prison tlia't he would escaqa If ha ever 
pot the chance 
And after that attempt 


they believed it

guarded. 


The warden came out of the prison 


and walked across the yard. 
He sat 


down on the stone beside the convict. 


"Bill," said Warden Baker, "I'm going 


to send you to the road camp."

The convict looked at the armed guards 


and then at the warden. 


"You wouldn't trust me, would you, 


warden?" replied he In surprise.

MENACED BY NO RIFLE. 


The next day he was sent out to the 


load camp 
All that flay he worked out 


in the open air and sunshine, with no 
ilfle muzzle pointing at him, with no 
Kuards of any kind near to see that he 
did not escape. It was a novel sensa- 
tion 
But he was too busy to think much 


about it. After supper that night he sat

'A- bench outside his bunkhouse look- 
"ing up ^at the star-stuu«»a heavens. It 


•nas the first time that he had seen the 
st-irs for three years. 
Across the des- 


ert came the howl of a coyote and the 
Dinging of the Insects and frogs from a 
nearby ditch. They sounded different to 
the night noises that had come to him 
locked up In his cell at the prlsfin- Es 
peclally, the coyotes quick bark. It was 
TO_wild—so free!

HCJffoked about him. Several other con- 
victs"-were seated a little way off, smok- 
ing and looking at the stars. 
No one 


said anything. Bill-walked restlessly up 
and "down In frontc,of 
the bunkhouse. 


There was the desert, wild, free. 
He 


knew every path In It. There were, no 
guards within a radius of twenty^ miles. 
Pretty soon Bill sat down agetn-~pux- 
sled. His legs wouldn't carry him the 
„ short distance necessary to make him a 
wree man. He wondered vaguely why It 


was. 
Then he seamed to hear the war- 


den's voice saying, "You- are the very 
sort of man I would trust. Bill. If you 
tell ',me that you will not try to get away 
from the road camp, I know that you 
won't."

Bill worked at the road camp nearly 


nil summer. One day he was, sent to the 
prison wltn several other convicts on an 
errand. 
His face was tanned now; the 


prison pallor wai gone. 
The lines In 
hla brow were gone, too, and .the lurking 
cunning and hate In his eyes. 
Instead 


there were little lines from the corners 
of his eyes indicating that he had > smiled 
much while he had been at work on the 
road, and the eyes shone with the glow 
of health and peace And love.

ised not to try to escape and h« Is per- 
sonally responsible to the waid*n who is 
taHng chances on him. 
Altogether, a 


hundred different prisoners have bean 
in -the road camp since it was started 
nearly a year ago. The total number 
there «t one time is about fifty. The 
totaC number of prisoners in the Nevada 
penitentiary is only a hundred and fifty- 


so you see Warden Baker could 


not do much picking.and choosing of men 
He had to talce them as they came to him, 
good, bad and Indifferent, and he has liad 
to take their word that they would not 
escape. At least, he has chosen to put 
them on their honor. 
Put It that way. 


Because that's what has happened He 
•las chosen to slve nearly every man a 
chanco on tha toad, taking his word of 
honor that he would not try to escape, 
say "word of honor" because that's the 
term that expresses It. For there is a 
surprising amount of honor even among 
prisoners, only we haven't ordinarily gone 
about, if to de\elop this side, of the pris 
oner. 
Somehow we seem to hava taken 


paitlcular pains to develop only the other 
side. 


Many of Baker's men have made trips 


between the road camp and the prison, 
alone and unguarded. 
Three have es'- 


caped. Twp had not been caught at this 


was 
to walk straight to the bull-pen. 


"Bojs." aald h.e, "I'm the new waVdep, 
They tell me that you fellows are,'hard- 
boils.' Now, I don't "know -what-your 
past records are, and what's more I 
don't care. 
They don't count with me. 


Thort's going to be a new deal In this 
prison'from this time on. See? I'm go- 
Ing to treat every prisoner _heFe square 
and I expect, him to treat me square. 
I don't want tho long end and 1 won't 
glvo you the "short end. 
And I won't 


take the short end either, so don't try 
to slip «t to me. It's a square deal on 
both sides. 
You'll get an even break 


and that's all I want you to give me. 
Now get out of this bull-pen and into 
the yard. 
Every man heie is going to 


be treated as though he wants to do the 
square thing until he shows me that he 
does not. If any of you have any'kick 
coming, come to we and we'll see what 
can bo don« about it-." 
• 
The "h£t6>bci!s" ^H-kec! at" one an- 


other and shuffled cm into the prison 
yard. 
Today .the 
bull-pen 
is empty. 


Those 
fourteen 
prisoners, or most of 


them, are at work 
on a public road 


twenty mllea from the prison or at the 
prison farm seven miles away—absolute- 
ly unguarded and with ample opportu- 
nity to escape If they ^want to. Others 
are "trusties" at work Inside the pris- 
on, but «ot under lock and key and, not 
guarded. None of them is wearing stripes. 
None of them has attempted to 'escape 
from the prison." 
How was It d6n«? What docs It mean? 
It 
means that when Warden Baker 


said that he would give every -man a 
chance to be square, he meant just that. 
He meant that 
he 
would give every 


prisoner a chance to be a man; not a 
guarded, hunted, ,- hated, despised beasf 
reflecting In his own heart the hatred 
of his keepers. 
> 


QOLDEN RULE PAYS. 


Baker did It by the application of what 


he call! "the square deal," which is noth- 
ing more or less than another way of 
putting the Golden Rule, 
He did It by 


appealing to every good ln«tlnct In his 
prisoners through love and kindness and 
understanding; instead of appealing to 
every bad instinct in them through ha- 
tred. And It's surprising .what capacity 
thcie 
Is In the hearts of mcnvfor re- 


sponding to the application of a little 
love, in the hearts of thane Imprisoned 
men, too, some of them serving life sen- 
tence^ for murder: It's surprising In one 
way, and in another way it Isn't. 
We 


have recognised all along that the ordin- 
ary method of treating men convicted 
of crimes In this country serves but to 
crush out of 'h*m all the latent good 
there may be In them and to turn them 
loose on Society when their prison terms 
have expired, filled with hatred for so- 
ciety and a desire for revenge, and us- 
ually a pretty good education 
in 
the 


ways of attaining that revenge—an edu- 
cation gained Inside our prison walls, too. 
And so the really surprising thin* l» 
that we haven't tried the other method 
long ago, fherely as an experiment that 
might prove a big saving to society if for 
no other reason! 
That's what Baker thought. And when, 


power to run It the way he pleased and 
with th* backing of Governor T. U Oil- 
dle, he tried the other wa\.

Maybe the -.new warden was not handing 
out Jun.k after all. ' When 
they 
were 


seated at the dining table they had an- 
other Surprise. 
Instead of. the Almost 


unspeakable fiHli of the ordinary prison 
mess hall, there .were-clean tables, glis- 
tening with white oilcloth covers and 
clean eattng utensils, too. And the food 
was good wholesome food, Instead of the 
regular 'prison beans or stew "maJe of 
desiccated 
meat. 
The 
men were all 


seated In the same dining, room. 
The 


little csaed-off portion of the mess hall 
where the "hard-boils" had 
formerly 


eaten m sullen silence, guarded by an 
armed watcher in a little cage swung 
from the ceiling, was deserted. Evident- 
ly the new warden meant what he said 
When he told them that every man would 
be given the same chance to make good. 
"Guess I'll treat that fellow square and 


give him a chance" wa. each prisoner's In- 
ward comment 
But he wondered within 


himself what It all meant. It was all so 
new, so revolutionary, that It was a hard 
strain on his credulity. "Maybe this new 
warden is a fool" was his next thought., 
-"and doesn't know what he's about I'll 
just lay low until I get a chance and 
then I'll 'beat' him. 
But he said he 


didn't want the long end. All he wanted 
as an even break. Damned If I don't 
treat-hlm square so long as he treats mo 
square." And then he wondered how long 
It would be before the new warden would 
become Just like the rest of them and 
cease to play square. It was all so new, 
it couldn't last. 


And >the prisoner has ceased to won- 


der about U. He Is devoting all his time 
and his mental energy to showing the 
warden that he too knows how to play 
•«q«are, and to showing the world that 
he can be a man if he has half a chance. 
And he's making good. too. I'm not con- 
Eiderlns the congenital criminal In thlr 
article at, all. There are so very few of 
him, anyway, tlmt he's almost negligible, 
at least In Nevada, 


Baker found nil his prisoners loafing 


around the prison yard when he took 
charge of the Nevada penitentiary. Homo 
of them worked in a desultory Way at. 
chipping stone under a tumble-down shed 
in the yard. 
For the prison at Carson 


City Is chiseled out of a bluff of solid 
sandstone on the edge of the sagebrush 
desert. 
But the Slate of Nevada had

Now, Idleness is not good for a man 


on the "outside." 
Still less Is it for a 


man on the "Inside" with the sight of a 
Buard patrolling thi wall with a rifle 
slung acroM his arm, the only thing to 
occupy his attention- So Warden Baker 
talked to his prisoners. 
"Boys," he said,

When the prisoner was returnee 
to the-'prlsdn he was not flogged.

notice that under the old sytem of.lock 
and bars and flogging and distrust anc 
haired, a greater percentage of men es 
caped "than have escaped under'the new 
system! And there are eight life-term 
ers.' Some» of them are "several-tlm 
losers," which means that they hev. 
been In state's prison >>evoral times be 
fore. 


In 1*«* tli'e legislature of Nevada psssei 


a law giving the prisoners at Carson Clt; 
a new allowance of "cfoppers." Former! 
they had \teen given, for good bellavlor 
two months off their sentences, the firs 
and second years, three the third yea 
and four each y»ar thereafter. The new 
law made tha "copper*" two months fo 
the first and second years, four month 
of the, third ve»r end flve mnnth* nf 
each year thereafter. 
This Is the aam 


"ooppera" given to prisoners In Oallfor 
nJ* nnd Oregon.

as to whether the new law could be ap

The prison itself haa been made over 


since Baker took charge. About fhe first 
thing that he did was to cut new sky- 
Ightg and new 
windows

ioub«. 
Then he painted all the Iron 


work light or gray color. That shows the 
cilrt, only there Isn't any dirt in th« pris- 
on. "The new warden is actually cut- 


B holes In the stone wall to make It 


easier for his prl&onars to esctipe," howled 
Baker's critics when he mode his alter- 
ations. But no one has crawled through 
those holes yet. A lot of God's fresh air 
and sunshine haa come In from the out- 
side, however. 
"It cjoeen't 
cost 
the 


Stale anything to be clean," sa>8 Bakflr. 
"and cleanliness is necessary before you 
can make godliness," And so Tie put in 
a bath for the 
prisoners 
where they 


bathe once a week at' least. Then he 
threw out the evil-smelling 
oil lamps 


that the prisoners had used in their cells 
nnd put an electric light 
In each cell. 


Electricity is cleaner and easier to han- 
dle. Bach prisoner has books and maga- 
zines in his cell. 
Ther: you will see 


magazines almost as soon as they are on 
the news stands. And there la a Blljle in 
each cell, placed there by the State. Each 
prisoner keeps his cell clean and H Is 
immaculately clean too. Ho can have 
sheets and a pillow If ha buy* them. And 
five minutes after tho prisoners are turned 
out of the cell house in the mornlnjf there 
is no smell of human flesli. The Nevada 
penitentiary is probably the only prison 
in the world without a smell. 


NO MORE "HARD BOILS." 


There are three grades of prisoners In 


Warden Baker's Golden-Rule scheme of 
prison management. 
Every man is put 


into the second grade when he arrives. 
It is presumed that he wants to do the 
square tiling by the prison officials, un- 
til he himself proves otherwise. He wears 
a uniform of cadet gray.

ORCHESTRA AND BASEBALL. 


The prisoners are allowed a half-holi- 


day on Saturdays aqd all of Sundays for 
play. 
They have organized two base- 


ball teams, the Cubs and the Tigers, and 
many spirited, contests iare played in the 
prison yard. Pat Casey! who was hanged 
there last August for the murder of two 
women, umpired a baseball game two 
weeks before ho went to his death. 


The prisoners- have an orchestra of five 


pieces and are allowed muaio &n Sun- 
days and holidays. The little cage sus- 
pended from the celling pf the mess hall 
whore formerly an' armed guard watchet 
the men as they ate, now1 holds'* piano 
Last-Thanksgiving day several musicians 
from a local theater gave a concert tp 
the prisoners from the little gage before 
the dinner was served. When a banjo 
player rendered "The Old 
Kentucky 


Home" tears rolled down the cheeks of 
a big prisoner and he hid his face in his 
hands. 
He had formerly been consid- 


ered ^one of the "hard-bolls" and ha< 
been In the dungeon and had been bound 
and gagged several times.

said that It was the first time they had 
ever seen tears In his eyes. Turkey and 
mince pie >and all the things that go with 
them were served to the prls6hers at the 
Jail, on the farm and at the road'ca'mp 
that day.

WARDEN IS COLLEGE STUDENT. 
A son of tha^ Nevada desert himself 


Baker had seen men under all sorts o: 
condition*. He Is 33 years old, one of the 
youngest men In the prison. 
He was 


educated In the University 
of Nevada, 


and at Stanford University In California 
and for several years studied law in Oak- 
land. In 1S03 he left civilization at the 
call of the doncrt and went Into Death 
Valley. 
He was the. first man In 
the 


Ubehebe country and has several times 
divided hl» last drop of water with Scot- 
ty, his dog. He has been around the 
world three times. 
In San Francisco 


New York and Paris he Is known as t 
society man. On the desert h« Is known 
as the most fearless man that ever en- 
tered the Funeral range, which guards 
Death Vallfiy. At the prison he Is known 
as "the square warden." He Is the firs 
man who ever gave the mem a chance 
to be men. He had never had any ex- 
perience with prisoners before, excep 
In his political career In Oakland. It wai 
mere he lemntm tue. vornauuiar ot me 
yeggmen and the submerged tenth. When 
he said that he wouldn't take the shor 
end he meant It. Discipline Is as «trlc; 
at the Carson City prison as It has ever 
been.

country. It is a joke, and a bad one, too, in his 
opinion to^talk about the resumption of specie pay- 
ments there because the po/wers that be do not want 
the money of the country to go to par with gold. All 
that circulates in Guatemala among the people is paper 
money, and a dollar bill is worth today six cents in 
gold. Just at present there is a great scarcity of one- 
dollar bills, the reason being that it costs seven cents 
in gold to print these bills, or one cent more than they 
are worth. The great coffee planters pay laborers one1 
of these dollar bills for their labor per day and get 
fully as much work out of fhern as if the dollar was 
worth forty, fifty, or a hundred cents. They sell their 
coffee in the foreign market for gold, hence the profit 
to them of a six-cent paper dollar paid in wages is 
immense. Both the banks and the government issue 
paper money and under'the Gresham economic law 
silver and gold are never seen alongside of this fiat 
currency. He says it cost him four dollars in 
this 


paper money to get a fairly good share while he was 
in the City of Guatemala. Just over the border in 
Salvador the currency is worth fifty cents in gold per 
dollar, with a tendency upward.

There is excellent .ground for Relieving that the-Citf Commis- 


sioners have no power to turn Lakeside Park over to the Board of 
Education for a school house site. It would be a diversion of land 
'purchased and dedicated for park purposes to another use—one 
siever contemplated -when the bonds were voted for the purchase 
of the Adams Point property. Is the proposed diversion legal? 
We do not believe it is. If it is legal, then the city does not 
possess a single park that cannot bo-diverted to some other use. 


After the bonds for the city hall were voted, it was proposed 


by «ome persons that the hall should not be built on the present 
site, but on the park lands on the west side of Lake Merritt. Just 
what motive prompted the suggestion has never transpired, but 
the proposition was-not favorably received and the-matter dropped 
•without discussion. 


Later it was proposed to locate-the auditorium on -Adams Point 


i—the land that it is now proposed shall be made the site of a. group 
fof school buildings—but the suggestion provoked so much oppo- 
sition that it was dropped. It would have ruined Lakeside Park 
>to put the auditorium on Adams Point, and it would have been a 
double "breach of faith to locate it-there. 


Now the'Board of Education calmly comes forward with a. de- 


mand for Lakeside Park for a school house site. The demand is 
for twenty acres only, but the whole tract embraces but thirty-one 
| acres, and a group of high school buildings located in the center 
of the ^tract would mean the surrender of the entire park to the 
echool board. There would be no park left—the fringe of land aur- 


- rounding the twenty-acre school tract would be turned into a play- 
'ground for the children attending the school.or schools. 
, 
On its face the proposed transfer appears to be wholly with- 


'out warrant of law. If the Commissioners have the power to hand 
Lakeside PWk over to the Board of Education they have an equal 
right to make the public square on which Chabot Observatory is 
situated the site of a municipal jail or hospital.

At any rate, if an attempt is made to make Lakeside Park^ a 


achopl house site'j it should be resisted with every resource known 
'•to the law, and" doubtless will be,'for the inhabitants of the Vernon 
Heights and Grand Avenue districts are up in arms over the prop- 
osition.

Under the conditions with which they must deal, the officials 


of the California penitentiaries do the best they can. In the main 
they arc capable, conscientious men who strive to do their duty to 
society and the delinquents committed to their charge. But they 
have no power to change a bad system, and can only mitigate evils 
which they are unable to abate. They are compelled to put- two}_ 
and even four, convicts in a single crowded cell, and to permit a 
certain amount of intercourse between first-termers and criminals 
of the lowest and most abandoned type. 


Our prison system should be revolutionized. The congregate 


system should be abolished, and a segregation system established. 
Only one convict should be placed in a cell, and facilities should be 
provided for-keeping prisoners in small separate groups. Prisons 
arranged for administration of this kind will cost money, of course, 
but the money could hardly He better spent. At present our prisons 
are universities of crime and'breeders of moral pollution.

knowledge only helps us to die In greater 
pain than the animal that knows nothing. 
The Belgian says: 


All the doctors consider It their flrst 


duty to protect as long as possible even 
the most excruciating convulsions. 
Who 


has not at a bedside twenty times wished j 
to tlirow himself at their feet and 1m-! 
plore them to show mercy? The preju- 
dice against the arbitrary induction of a 
painless and premature death will one 
day 'be regarded as a barbarian rello of 
the times, -whan humanity was convinced 
that any known torture -was preferable 
to those awaiting us In the unknown. 
Life, some day grown wiser, will depart 
silently to Its hour, knowing that It has 
reached Its term, even as It withdraws 
every evening: while we sleep, knowing 
that the day's task Is done." 


"The Medical Record" comments: 
The view of a man of Maeterlinck's 


calibre cannot be slighted. And the won- 
derful skill and literary charm he evinces 
fascinate the reader and give weight to 
opinions which might be Ignored were 
they less beautifully and touchingiy ex- 
pressed. Yet the author of "Pelleas et 
Hellsande" is a mys'tlc, a poet and a 
dreamer of exquisite dreams—such a one 
the like of whom the world Is ever In 
need ofi and perhaps never more so 


than today. On the other hand It li 
essential for science—certainly for mfflrt- 
cal science—to deal ever with the hard 
facts of life; should 
science 
seek to 


evade Its responsibilities In these, prem- 
ises, ehe 
-would 
swiftly 
be brought to 


book—in the criminal courts, for ex- 
ample. Por It is not given to science 
to appoint herself, upon her own initia- 
tive, an executioner of human beings. 


Among the hard facts which science 


has to face are the following (which have 
to be reiterated in every opening of the 
euthanasia discussion) • Physicians 
can 


never be sure that their prognoses of a 
fatal Issue 
are 
absolutely 
infallible. 


People that have suffered from seemingly 
Irremediable cancer, or from chronic tu- 
berculosis, have attended the furerals of 
the doctors, who have ministered to them 
In their "fatal" Illness. To err in medi- 
cal prognosis Is human; only divinity can 
appoint unerringly the hour 
of death. 


JTor has the physician (nor any other 
mortal) any right to hasten a death upon 
his human assumption of its inevitable- 
ness. Again, what a -weed-choked field 
of possibilities, 
criminal or otherwise, 


would be sown were such advocacy as 
this of Maeterlinck to prevail; -were, for 
example, the physician overpersuaded by 
ths spacious pleas of heirs or by the 
stimulated pity of other individuals ani- 
lous to saver ties such as most of man- 
kind find precious, to provide for the 
'sufferer, before his appointed time, "a 
gentle and easy death."

If this amounted 
to even a tithe of what the legitimata 
royalties on his works would have been 
it would be a record contribution to tbo 
fund.

Joyous as a result of our reading of his 
tales 
The third debt is due to him for" 


the unpleasant things which he said 
about this country in two or three of hii 
books. These aroused great indignation 
at tho time, some of -which is still cher- 
ished and some of which was not un- 
warranted. 
But there can be no ques- 


tion that in part they were deserved and 
that the effects of his castlgation, how- 
ever Irritating, were,'on the whole, salu- 
tary. 


(The hold which Dickens has secured 


upon the public heart is surely as gen- 
eral, as strong and as enduring in Amer- 
ica, as in any country of the -world, not 
excepting England Itself. 
The 
fruitage 


of his genius is a part of our hsrttago 
and of what we may describe 
as 
the 


working capital of our intellectual equip- 
ment, and It is an appreciable element 
of the bond which unites the English 
speaking -world. Pecuniary gifts are not 
the highest form of recognition, but they 
are at least a practical and in the pres- 
ent case a desirable and needed form, 
and an abundant offering 
on this oc- 


cation would bo a worthy and on hon- 
orable thing—New York Tribune 


WAR IN THE AIR 


It should not escape attention that the 


present war, between Turkey and Italy 
is the first in -which there has been an 
opportunity to make use of two of the 
most interesting modern Inventions, one 
of which his been regarded as likely to 
revolutionize military science. It might 
have been expected, too, that they would 
be largely employed in this war, seeing 
that Italy has been one of the foremost 
nations in experimenting with, perfecting 
and putting them to practical use. No 
army in the,.world has taken up aviation 
as an adjunct more seriously and thor- 
oughly than that of Italy, In the pur- 
chase and building of dirigible* and aero- 
planes, the establishment of hangar* and 
instruction grounds, and the practical 
training of men in aerial navigation. 


Yet we have heard very little of the 


achievements or the activities of the De- 
partment of Military Aeronautics, It Is 
known that two large dirigible* and a 
numerous fleet of aeroplane* were some 
time ago gent to the Italian 
headquar- 


ters in Tripoli, where- they 
may 
be 


assumed to have arrived In safety. In- 


deed, word has 
come of frequent use" i 


of the nlno aeroplanes which four expert^T 
officers possess. But It does not appear 
that any marked service has been ren- 
dered. No flight to any considerable dis- 
tance 
beyond the Italian lines has been 


reported, nor is it known'that any infor-' 
motion of advantage has bean/gained by 
that means. In fact, the part played in 
the war by this new Invention hns been 
practically negligible. 


Neither have we heard of any Important 


use of wireless telegraphy In this war, 
though tho Italian army is abundantly 
equipped" with aparatus of various typesi 
It would be Interesting to know to what!" 
extent it is possible to use the system-1 
without interference by the enemy, either 
In obstructing or purlolng message*. In 
some respects Tripoli seems to afford a 
particularly favorable field tor wireless 
telegraphy, as also for aerial navigation, 
and it is rather disappointing to havo 
heard so little of their use and to have 
had so little light thrown upon their real 
• 


utility .in war. But perhaps the very lack '' 
of information or achievement is signifi- 
cant.—New York Tribune.

high static electricity, forever Incapable 
of again being able to harbor and pro- 
mulgate cancerous germ*. 
The person 


who ha* received tha treatment is be- 
lieved tu UB mn iroe from cancer as one 
who ha* never had It. 


In the amphitheater of the Skin and 


Cancer hospital a score of p*hy*lclana 
gathered, robed In 'antiseptic garb, their 


head* well covered", and. watched a half 
dozen operation* for the removal of can- 
cer. Most of them were for affliction of 
the face. At one time three operation* 
w«r« going alnultaneoutly. 


Dr. Hart stood with th* conductor of 


the electric machine in hi* hand. 
A* 


each tumor was. removed h« applied hi* 
treatment. 
Spark* of great flntne** but

This great co-opera- 
tive movement Is not as thoroughly 
understood as might >be, so quietly 
has lt« work'.'been' done, but as a 
spending- factor alono in this com- 
munity it is well worthy of consid- 
eration and recognition by the com-

Supreme Tribunal to Consider Many Im- 


portant Cases al Session 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The most 


Important cases since the Decisions in 
the Standard" oil and tobacco trust de- 
cisions will be set for final hearing 
before 
the 
United State^ Supreme 


Court when the tribunal reconvenes 
tomorrow after a. recess of two weeks. 
Tremendous as will be the direct re- 
sults- of the decisions themselves in 
the specific cases to which they ap- 
ply, their subsequent effects will be 
greater still by virtue of the estab- 
lishment of precedent that will rule 
In future cases. 
.The biggest cases to be scheduled 


for review Monday are the Union Pa- 
cific-Southern Pacific, railroad merger 
.and 'the "Minnesota fate' cases. The 
Patten cotton corner and the Oregon 
Initiative and referendum cases ' are 
other famous cases before\the court." 
Important questions of law that will 


be determined by the decisions are: 
The power^of .a. state to regulate 
railroads within its own borders, with- 
out violating the interstate commerce 
act.. 
The 
application 
of the Sherman 
anti-trust law to railroads. 
The constitutionality of the initia- 


tive and referendum, and 
Whether a "corner" of a market 


In any commodity constitutes a viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. 
The far-reaching effects of the solv- 
ing of these questions are obvious. 
The problem of Interstate railway 
regulation • is In many respects 
the 
inost important before the tribunal. 
Cases from seven states have been 
assigned, for hearing on Monday and 
at least a score of states are directly 
Interested In the outcome. 
The de- 


cision will also affect almost a hun- 
dred 
suits brought 
by railroads 
against orders of state railroad com- 
missions now pending In lower courts. 
Cases In which the orders of state 
railroad 
commissions are 
opposed 


have been presented to the court from 
the statei 
of Missouri, 
Kentucky, 
West 
Virginia, Oregon, Minnesota, 


Ohio and Arkansas. From Missouri 
alone there are thirty-six cases, ap- 
peals and cross-appeals from, decis- 
ions In suits brought bv every rail- 
road' in the state against th-e validity 
of the orders of the state commission 
reducing class rates.

. CHIEF COMPLAINT.

made by the 
railroads against the 
laws and order of the state commis- 
sion Is that they Interfere with Inter- 
state rates and cgmmerce. The ques- 
tion of interstate 'commerce has to a 
great extent been settled by tho es- 
tablishment 'of the Interstate com- 
mission, but tho regulation of the In- 
trastate commerce remains to be dis- 
posed, of by the Supremo "Court. 
Another contention is that the rates 


fixed bv the utate 
commissions are 


conflscatory. This brings up the ques- 
tion of what constitutes a fair rate 
arid involves .the problem of physical 
valuation, the apportionment of ex- 
penses between Intrastate and Inter- 
state commerce and a number of les- 
ser difficulties.

tb< one-time • football couch and 'close student 
of football, has expressed his impressions ot the 
changes made In the rules of the gams by the 
committee of fourteen a week ago. Ha thinks 
the* committee did aa woll as could be expected 
Under the conditions, but still insists that the 
..isle principle* ot footbal ar* wrong an4 that 
the game Is still lacking as a test of true sport- 
Ing proposition. 


In view of the fact that the changes will 
lead up to more experimenting, any light that 
can be thrown on them will b* acceptable to 
those most Interested as opening the way for 
a fuller and better understanding until such 
time as the rules can be tried out In practice. 
Mr Cochemi says: 
"Bo far as a fair consideration ot the weak- 
er eleven In football Is'concerned, in the eaual 
adjustment of the time elements ot play or 
the elimination of brutality. It seem to me 
that the late rule enactments are not only In- 
adequate, but aggravate the situation. 


"On the whole. I believe (hat the members 
ot the rules committee did as well as could be 
expected, in view of the fact that they did not 
deem It advisable at this time to make What 
they naturally would consider a revolutionary 
change. So long aa they ban the game on the 
<ll«t«nc« to be gained In * certain number of 
downs (ijrr did th* only thing that wajr left 
for them to do, t. e., increase the number of 
downs in order to encourage mor* positive ac- 
tion.

than the Pullman works, with which it 
made a contract to supply the "juice" 
"sed there. Now it has signed a contract 
to furnish the new Enterprise foundry 
plant with power "and is after any other 
business "it can get. 


FIRMLY ENTRENCHED. 


The Western States co/npany, owned 
by the Byllesbys of Chicago, has long 
been firmly entrenched here, and "through 
its manager, H. B. Kinney, has obtained 
contracts to supply nearly 10,000 horse- 
power a month to various plants. It has 
. - jlways openly announced that it would 
A furnish power in Richmond cheaper than 
XH could be obtained at an/ other point. 
It is said the Great Western has quoted 
a still lower figure. The Byllesby com- 
pany has Just made a cut of about 10 
per cent in Its rates to city patrons. 


• This it says, however, is not due to u»« 
power war that is virtually on, but is 
merely in keeping with ths policy of its 
company to matte cheaper rates as tlw 
consumption increases. 
*-At any jrnte, the war of the- powtr 
(Mfpanles means another feature in tho 
development of Richmond, which Is al- 
leady famed for it» cheap oil fuel and 
electrical power. 
It ma/ be interesting to users of power 
to Itnow that Superintendent. F. E.- Beck 
of the Pullman works, in generating the 
steam, used at the plant, burns the shav- 
ings with the-oil. 
This has proven a 
\ery successful method and makes a olg 
difference in the .oil bill at the plant.

Electricity has be.en harnessed to an incubator. It has made it possible to hatch chickens by the 


heat generated by sixteen ca;;die-power incandescent lights, by inserting the lights in the egg cham- 
ber of an incubator, the electric light producing the heat in place of the old smoky lamp that neces- 
sarily burns with an imperfect combustion owing to the exclusion of air by the raising and lowering 
of the disk on top of the lamp flue. 


By means ,of an electric thermostat the light is extinguished when the heat reaches 104 degrees 


the egg chamber then cools off one degree, say to 103 degrees, at which point the electricity makes 
the contact again and brings on the light, which 
will remain just long enough to raise the tempera- 


ture to the maximum, 104 degrees. As the heat is immediately extinguished it makes it impossible 
for the egg chamber to become over-heated. 


The variation between day and night is from 5 degrees to 50 degrees. With the old-style ma- 


chine it is necessary-for it to be placed in a room to be .kept in as even a temperature as possible. 
The electric incubator eliminates that necessity, for the egg chamber cannot be yover-heated. 
If 


twenty lights were used the only difference would be that the maximum would be brought up that 
much more quickly and stay off that much longer, thus keeping up the heat during an extremely cold 
night and keeping down the heat on a very warm day. The}' are so arranged that they can be at- 
tached to a drop cord in any room.
